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THE RIDING PONY 


Mass Production Problems 





A few subscribers who pick up this Pony Issue—and they are 
getting fewer every year—will remark “more kid stuff’’, or words to 
that effect. This reaction, once prevalent, has all but disappeared, 
even among those who think of horses exclusively in terms of dollars 
and cents. For Stalin and Hitler did accomplish at least one thing 
which will endure in history. They made all the world realise that 
the education of the younger generation is the key to the future, no 
matter what the line of endeavor. It has become firmly established 
that the people who learn to ride as youngsters will in future furnish 
most of the top owners and trainers of race horses, show horses, hunt- 
ers and polo ponies—the track officials, members of the Jockey Club 
and Masters of Foxhounds. It is consequently not only good sense, but 
good business to support the breeding and training of ponies and 
their riders, 

The American Horse Shows Association each year presents Divi- 
sion High Score Awards for Hunter Ponies and for Shetland Ponies. 
The desired conformation of the latter is defined in the Rule Book as 
“blending the original draft Shetland type with refinement and qual- 
ity resulting from American care and selective breeding”. Although 
the specifications provide for saddle as well as harness classes, the 
high score winners of this division seem to have amassed most of their 
points in harness rather than under saddle. 


The A.H.S.A. Rule Book contains no definition of desired con- 
formation either for hunter ponies or for conformation hunters, al- 
though such definitions are given for Arabians, Morgans, Roadsters 
and Parade Horses as well as for Shetlands. Perhaps because there 
is no such guide one sees considerable difference of opinion among 
judges, particularly at the smaller shows, as to just what a hunter 
pony should look like. This confusion naturally extends itself to the 
fond parent trying to select a riding pony suitable for a child. As 
matters now stand far too many children are expected to learn to ride 
on ponies which are round as a barrel and spead them unmercifully. 
Add to this a bull neck that will not flex at the poll and you have the 
reason why those mounted on such unsuitable beasts grow up to de- 
test riding or at least develop hands which are as heavy as a ton of 
bricks. 

Under the guidance of our better breeders who have made care- 
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ful selections from native stock 
and have imported many high 
class stallions and mares, we are 
producing more high class riding 
ponies in this country than ever 
before But the enormous in- 
crease in interest has prompted 
otl.ers to assemble large bands of 
more or less nondescript mares 
and to engage in mass production. 
If this trend continues it will not 
be long before the market will be 
flooded with half broken ponies 
whose conformation is entirely 
unsuitable for riding. 


The American Horse Shows 
Association and the United States 
Pony Clubs could both help this 
situation by establishing uniform 
standards. If the people who buy 
ponies can be taught these stand- 
ards and their importance the 
problem will automatically be 
solved.

Cavalry Unit Needed 


Dear Sir: 


On Sunday afternoon, April 22 the 
VMI Riding Club held an _ exhibition 
of riding, drill and a Gymkanah for the 
Corps of Cadets and the Institute Staff. 


Another point which we would like to 
bring to your attention, one of which 
you may be well aware already, is the 
fact that there is now a Bill before Con- 
gress that seeks to restore a small force 
of horse cavalry to our army. Our group 
feels that this is of vital importance. Al- 
though we had no large cavalry units 
participating in WW II, we were forced 
to improvise cavalry and animal trans- 
port outfits time and time again in Tuni- 
sia, Italy, the South Pacific, and in the 
China-Burma-India Theatre. The Russians, 
who maintained some 30 to 50 cavalry 
divisions, employed them in every major 
battle during the Russian Campaigns 
against the Germans and Red cavalry- 
men penetrated as far West as Berlin 
in 1945. The Germans who had only a 
couple of cavalry divisions, although 
most of the standard infantry divisions 
were totally supplied by horse and sume 
80% of their light artillery was horse 
drawn, found it necessary to organize 
several cavalry corps to combat the Rus- 
sian tactics. In Korea the Reds used suc- 
cessfully against us on several occasions, 
light mobile and well mounted cavalry 
divisions. I have information of American 
GI’s killed — sabred by Red Cavalry-

Speed! Speed! Speed! 

Ever since the invention of the wheel, 
man has been in a hurry. Almost each 
succeeding year he has gone a little 
faster than before. On foot, in autos, 
planes and ships. And on horseback. 

When Rex Ellisworth’s Swaps sped a 
mile and 70 yards in 1:3935 the other 
day at Gulfstream Park he became the 
sixteenth American Thoroughbred to set 
a world record in the last half dozen 
years. There would be more, but several 
of the 22 different distances for which 
records are recognized have been dis- 
continued. 

Are modern day Thoroughbreds faster? 
As a group, they no doubt are, but there 
must be millions of fans who believe no 
horse, past or present, could hold a 
candle to the great Man O’War. 

Yet, all but one of Big Red’s six re- 
cords have been surpassed and that one, 
at a mile and three-eights, survives 
only because that route is run only oc- 
casionally today. 

It’s more than a suspicion that a major 
contributing factor to the rash of new 
records is faster race tracks. The Bowie 
track is a prime example. In the 20 
years from 1933 to 1952, only two trac’ 
records were broken. But in 1953, wi 
a new strip was constructed, four marks 
were established although races were 
held over only nine different distances. 
Other records went by the boards in 1954 
and the following year. 

Nowadays, at many tracks, the times 
of races are as speedy on sloppy tracks as 
on dry. That’s because the bottom of the 
track, covered with only two or three 
inches of loam, is almost as hard as 
macadam. 


Bowie 

The $7,500 Bowie Breeders’ Stakes was 
the feature as Bowie concluded a 33- 
day session that showed a gain of less 
than one per cent in attendance and : 
decline of 3.6 per cent in betting against 
1955. 

The winner of the Breeders’ turned up 
in Charles C. Jones’ Dr. Eugene J., a 
homebred two-year-old son of Bolero 
and Psychic Cloud. In registering his 
second straight triumph without defeat, 
Dr. Eugene J. took the lead soon after 
the start of the four and a half furlon: 
dash and was never headed thereafter 

At the wire, after the usual good Sam- 
my Boulmetis ride, the Doctor, a $12.60 
for $2 shot, was two lengths better than 
Hillside Farm’s Blue Ray, with Mrs 
Fennel M. Claggett’s Fenmar, a _ fist- 
time starter, another length and a half 
away. Dr. Eugene J. was timed for the 
four and a half furlongs over a good 
track in .5335. 

Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s Jolly Rhymer. 
making his debut under silks, was in- 
stalled favorite, but was no better than 
sixth at the wire. 

Laurel 

B. B. Thiel’s Weal Or Woe turned in a 
mild upset in Laurel’s opening-day fea- 
ture, the $10,000 added Capitol Handica’ 
Ridden by Eldon Nelson, the son of Eight 
Thirty attained command within the six- 
teenth pole of the six furlong dash, then 
barely withstood the late drive of 
Filippo Baldi’s Dinner Winner. At the 
finish, two and a half lengths farther 
back, while Mrs. Ben Cohen’s War Age, 
the solid favorite, had to settle for sixth 
place in the field of seven.

Mrs. C. B. Fischbach’s Frosty Mr. turn- 
ed in one of the year’s biggest upsets in 
the $20,000 added Chesapeake Stakes 
when he put the chill on the Derby and 
—— hopes of nine rival three-year- 
olds. 7 

The only sophomore in the field who 
was not nominated for any of the Triple 
Crown events, Frosty Mr. finished the 
mile and a sixteenth a length in front 
of Happy Hill Farm’s Kingmaker, with 
the latter beating C. V. Whitney’s Born 
Mighty by three-parts of a length. 

With Stanley Small scoring his biggest 
riding triumph, Frosty Mr. was timed in 
1:44%5 and returned the astounding 
across-th-board payoff of $200.80, $58.80 
and $21.60. His own gleanings after 
winning for the first time in nine starts 
this year were $16,825 of a total pot of 
$24,150.

Grand National Point-to-Point 





Cyrus Manierre’s Uncle Pierre, Laddie Murray Up, 
Winner of the 54th Running of Timber Classic

Definitely establishing himself as the 
one to beat in the 60th running of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, Cyrus Manierre’s 
Uncle Pierre made his first start of the 
season a winning one by capturing the 
54th edition of the Grand National Point- 
to-Point. Contested over “natural hunt- 
ing country” at Butler, Md., on Saturday, 
April 21, the “about” 3 mile test lured 
7 starters. At the conclusion, 4 of the 
original field remained as the winner of 
last year’s Virginia Gold Cup drew away 
to a 1% length victory over B. H. Gris- 
wold 3rd’s Infraction. Going well, but 
unable to threaten, Thomas S. Nichols’ 
Starboard finished 3rd in the race which 
was run over firm turf in 6:173s. 

Off well from starter Frank H. Powers’ 
flag, the field found Harry A. Love’s 
Third Army and Philip Fanning leading 
over the first of 18 fences by a length. 
Pressing for contention, E. H. (Tiger) 
Bennett got Infraction over in 2nd posi- 
tion with young Stokes Lott and Star- 
board in close attendance. Permitted to 
take it easy by B. H. (Laddie) Murray, 
Uncle Pierre was a slow-striding 5th in 
the field. 

Retaining this slight advantage, Third 
Army continued to set the pace with In- 
fraction breathing on his flanks over 14 
fences. While this pair vied for front 
honors, the eventual winner continued to 
bide his time. After jumping the 14th 
and heading home for the final 4 ob- 
stacles, Infraction bumped Third Army 
as the pair came through a gap in a post 
and rail fence along a lane. This hind- 
rance permitted the Griswold color-bear- 
er to take over the lead as Philip Fan- 
ning got his mount straightened away. 
Although moving well again, Third Army 
was removed from the picture when he 
got hy close and fell over the 16th ob- 
stacle 


Having closed on the two early leaders, 
Uncle Pierre responded to Murray’s urg- 
ing and on reaching the 18th and final 
fence sailed over head-and-head with In- 
fraction. On landing, Uncle Pierre show- 
ed to a slight advantage which was in- 
creased as they moved toward the finish. 
Without being called upon to extend him- 
self, the ’chaser from The Plains, Va., 
scored by 1% lengths. Infraction had a 
5 lengths advantage over Starboard, 
while the latter easily “distanced” Ma- 
jor General Richard K. Mellon’s Induc- 
tion with Louis Neilson, Jr. in the saddle. 

The first casuality was registered over 
the 6th fence, where Miss Kathleen Mc- 
Kinney’s Sohrab came down with Cary 
Jackson. The mentioned mishap at the 
16th took Third Army out of contention, 
while Hugh J. O’Donovan’s *Borobash 
fell over the 17th with Frank A. Bonsal, 
Jr., after showing signs of tiring. None 
of the spilled riders were injured. 

Only 4 starters accepted the issue in 
the secondary attraction, the 8th running 
of the Western Run Plate, a 3 mile test 
over 16 fences for non-winners over 
timber. Riding his own Mighty Casey, 
Earl Wilhelm, the popular foxhunting 
blacksmith, scored what was almost a 
lone victory. 

Getting away 2nd in a start that had 
Rough Pastime wheeling about, Mighty 
Casey followed Major General Richard 
K. Mellon’s *Octavia’s Son over the 1st 
obstacle, with George T. Weymouth’s 
Margery Fence running 3rd. Dr. John D. 
Gadd’s Rough Pastime refused, but was 
finally urged over by the owner’s son, 
Sidney. Over the 3rd fence, Mighty 
Casey moved to the fore, with *Octavia’s 
Son and Margery Fence following. bp 
in the rear, Rough Pastime “dug in” 
approaching, depositing his young sine

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Middleburg Hunt Races 





Ares Winner of Mary Mellon Steeplechase 
G. B. Webb, Jr. Memorial Won by Breakers Ahead

The Middleburg Hunt Race Association 
got off to a good start for its second day 
of racing on April 21 when 77 horses 
made up 104 entries in the six races 
carded. When the last race had been run, 
61 of these horses had gone postward 
and the number would have been 62 ex- 
cept for a last minute scratch in the final 
race when the horse’s rider, young T. 
Walsh, wasn’t able to ride because of a 
hard fall he had taken in the previous 
race. 

Feature of the card was The Mary 
Mellon Steeplechase which brought out 
9 of the original 10 horses entered. They 
went away to a good start from Starter 
H. “Brud” Plumb’s tape with Jockey A. 
P. Smithwick showing the way over the 
Ist jump on Mrs. A. J. Smithwick’s Crag, 
this pair having accounted for The Wil- 
liam Skinner Memorial over brush the 
previous week. In behind them was 
Rokeby Stables’ Crooning Wind and 
Bellevue Farm’s Ares. Once over this 
jump the riders began to take back off 
the pace in the run to the 2nd. Over the 
3rd, the Liverpool, it was still Crag with 
Ares now 2nd, Crooning Wind 3rd and 
George L. Ohrstrom Jr.’s *Irish Well 4th. 


These front runners continued to head 
the field until after the 9th when Jockey 
K. Field began to close ground with 
Crooning Wind, challenging the lead 
which had been held throughout by Crag 
and Ares. The two leaders went a bit 
wide approaching the jump. Jockey Field 
was heading for the shortest way over 
when (he said) the two front runners sud- 
denly came to the inside, cutting off the 
view of Crooning Wind. Crag and Ares 
were over safely but Crooning Wind over- 
jumped, going down. Jockey Field was 
thrown clear but falling over Crooning 
Wind were Jockey T. Walsh on Lawrence 
R. Troiano’s Curly Joe, amateur W. H. 
Frantz, Jr. on his father’s Amy Robsart 
and E. Deveau on Morris H. Dixon’s 
*Palaja. 

With four horses suddenly taken out 
of the running and the last jump coming 
up for the remaining five, Jockey Smith 
wick landed with Crag still leading by 
a nose. Here M. Ferral moved quickly 
with Ares and came on to the wire to 
win, Crag placing ahead of Jockey M. 
Hoey on W. C. Robinson, Jr.’s Cherwell 
*Irish Well and Mrs. Simon T. Patterson’s 
Goose Bay completed the order of finish. 
Jockey Ferral lost his chance in the 
brush race the previous week on Mrs. 
W. Coxe Wright’s Phosphor when his 
iron broke. After winning The Mary Mel- 
lon Steeplechase on Ares, he still could- 
n’t come to the winner‘s circle as his 
shoulder was out of place and he had to 
get medical aid. 

It was hard to tell who received more 
sympathy at the start of The Wanquepin, 
about 1% miles over hurdles — the rid- 
ers or Starter Plumb who had to get the 
17 horses in line. No one in the group 
had an easy job but when they were off 
and over the Ist hurdle, Ir] A. Daffin’s 
Eponbush was handling the pace setting 
duties under Jockey E. Jackson. Holding 
the large field behind him safely, Epon- 
bush was still leading over the 5th but 
at the 6th and last, Jockey H. Hatcher 
had moved to the front on Edwin J. 


Gould’s Mahatma and coming fast was 
Jockey E. Phelps on James F. McHugh’s 
*Bois Windsor. In the downhill run and 
through the stretch, *Bois Windsor went 
to the front and increased his advantage 
at the wire ahead of Mahatma and Alli- 
son Stern’s *Indignant, the latter having 
gained considerable ground in the final 
stages. 


After the 17 starters in the first race, 
the 5 who lined up for The Gerald B 
Webb Memorial, about 134 miles over 
hurdles, presented no problem at all 
Walter M. Jeffords’ colors were carried 
by Policeman Day, ridden by Jockey A. 
P. Smithwick and this pair went away 
fast from the tape, followed by Jockey 
K. Field on R. K. Mellon’s Chambourg, 
a winner the previous Saturday at Mid- 
dleburg. Over the 4th hurdle Chambourg 
led Policeman Day by half a length with 
W. M. Duryea’s Breakers Ahead still 
running 3rd, Mrs. Simon T. Patterson’s 
*Downpatrick 4th and Frederic H. Bonte- 
cou’s *Flighty Eyes 5th. Over the 6th, 
Policeman Day was again heading Cham- 
bourg while Jockey H. Hatcher remained 
in the 3rd slot on Breakers Ahead. How- 
ever, approaching the 7th and _ last, 
Breakers Ahead was really tincanning 
and gained a slight lead over this final 
hurdle. Under the wire the official fin- 


ish was Breakers Ahead, Policeman Day,

Chambourg, *Flighty Eyes and *Down 
patrick. 

Of the 13 horses who went postward 
for The Benton, about 6 furlongs on the 
turf, 4 were greys, 3 of which came in 
1-2-3. The pacesetter throughout was Mrs. 
Henry Obre’s High Night ridden by Jock- 
ey W. Mason. As the field rounded the 
turn into the stretch, only the colors 
were distinguishable as the three greys 
battled for the front. High Night did not 
relinquish his lead and came on to win 
with D. R. Williams’ Violinmaker ridden 
to place by Jockey M. Ferral and Jockey 
K. Field bringing in Oleg Cassini’s Hamp- 
shire to show. The fourth grey was the 
veteran hunt meeting horse, W. H. 
Frantz’ Arctic Fox and he was 5th be- 
hind J. Reid Jones’ Keet. 

The Dresden, about 2 miles over brush, 
was a maiden event and attracted 9 
starters. Jockey A. P. Smithwick (who 
rode in 5 out of the 6 races) held a slight 
advantage over the ist jump on Mrs. ‘H 
T. McKnight’s Ted’s War, followed by 
Jockey E. Carter on Mrs. W. Coxe 
Wright’s Worthy Effort and Jockey M. 
Ferral on Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh, 
Jr.’s Dancing Beacon, the latter making 
his initial outing over brush after chalk- 
ing up earlier wins over timber at South- 
ern Pines and Camden. Approaching the 
2nd jump, Jockey E. Deveau headed the 
group with Mrs. Wright’s Phosphor, the 
horse who ran 2nd throughout the brush 
race the previous week after his rider 
came off at the 1st jump because of a 
broken iron. 

Another first time starter, Mrs. Nor- 
man K. Toerge’s Nordame, was in behind 
Phosphor over the 2nd jump with Ted’s 
War 3rd and Mrs. M. W. Walsh’s *Seregal 
4th. Ted’s War moved into 2nd ahead of 
Nordame over the 3rd jump with *Sere-

After a mile and a sixteenth in pure 
slop, Willie Hartack who rode Sailor 
came back to the winner’s circle with his 
silks as clean as Mrs. Sloane’s hat. 

Now, as to Bowie itself, they not only 
are putting on very high-quality racing, 
but there is a very comfortable glass-en- 
closed dining room just before the club 
house turn and the whole plant is as 
neat and fresh as can be — even on a 
horrible day. Mr. Lillis and his cohorts 
have done a wonderful job of staging 
fine racing in an attractive, comfortable, 
and friendly atmosphere. The only room 
for improvement is finding some way of 
de-steaming the dining room windows. 
They tended to fog up just as your own 
kitchen windows do on a cold day. To 
alleviate this situation so people could 
see the horses splash by, doors leading 
outside were opened which allowed the 
knife-like breezes to chill my eggs Bene- 
dict. I’m sure the Bowie people can reme- 
dy that slight inconvenience.—R. J. Clark

Owner-Rider J. D. Gordon Wins Feature Event 


Seven Pairs Compete In Hunter Pace Event 


The Tenth Annual Camargo Hunt 
Point-to-Point Races were held April 7 
at the newly constructed course on Mr. 
Clippinger’s “Old Herman Place” in 
Indian Hill Village near Cincinnati, O. 
In spite of adverse weather conditions 
which included intermittent, but heavy 
snow flurries all day long, a good sized 
crowd turned out. 

The course for all races except the 
pony race and old-fashioned pair race, 
was 2 3-4 circuits of an irregularly 
shaped mile layout. Four of the timber 
jumps were taken three times each; two 
were taken twice each. Other obstacles 
included a small ditch and two “bobby 
pin” turns. All of this was in full view 
of the spectators. Footing was heavy to 
sloppy throughout. 


The Camargo (Open-Gentiemen Riders) 

The Camargo, feature race of the day, 
was marred by spills which, fortunately, 
caused no serious injuries to riders or 
horses. The eventual winners from ihe 
five starters was Hoosier’s Son, owned 
and ridden by J. D, Gordon of Louisville. 
In second place, three lengths back. 
came last year’s winner, Four of Hearts, 
with owner-rider Harry Prentice abroad. 
Third place, and only other starter to 
finish, went to Harry Brown's Bold Prop- 
hecy, ridden by her owner. Starters 
which did not finish were Misbehave, 
with owner-rider Tommy Rankin up, and 
Tranquillo, ridden by Paul Cramer who 
is co-owner with Preston Madden. 


The big red coop which was jump num- 
ber 4, 10, and 16, proved to be the big 
“stumbling block”. With Four of Hearts 
setting the pace into it as No. 4, Bold 
Prophecy bobbled and went down. Harry 
Brown was back aboad in seconds, and 
siill in contention. Next time around. 
with Four of Hearts and Hoosier’s Son 
in the van. Misbehave hit it (now jump 
no. 10) hard enough to roll it over, leav- 
ing Tommy Rankin stunned on the 
ground from a head blow, while she got 
up and gallopped off as a loose horse. 
Four of Hearts and Hoosier’s Son con- 
tinued their battle, with the other two 
not far behind, On the third loop, with 
the disastrous coop back in place and 
Tommy Rankin safely removed to the 
sidelines, the field again went at it as 
jump number 16 - the last one. As this 
reporter saw it, the first two were clear 
and away when Bold Prophecy hit and 
rolled it over again, although she stay- 
ed on her feet. Tranquillo, a few lengths 
back in last place, was purposely sent 
at the fallen coop, cleared it, then stumb- 
led and fell. The stretch drive was strict- 
ly between Four of Hearts and Hoosier's 
Son, with the latter gaining and holding 
a three length advantage in the final 
200 yards. 


The winner, a handsome brown geld- 
ing by Bull Briar, covered the course in 
5 min. 51 sec. in the very heavy going. 
Owner Jack Gordon has plans for more 
timber races on the mid-west circuit. 


The Fox Brush (Ladies Race) 

Three starters went to the post in the 
ladies’ race: Mrs. Mary C. Stephenson's 
Marksom with owner up; Miss Nancy 
Berger on her father’s Eve’s Star; and 
Mrs. Mignon Smith on Mede Cahaba 
Stud’s Debelle. The horses finished in 
that order. 


Marksom took command after the first 
fence, held it except for a moment at 
the 14th jump, regained it for the last 
two, and won by 3 lengths in a fast. 
driving finish. Eve’s Star raced next to 
the winner throughout, went to the front 
briefly at the Aiken (#14), lost position 
while swinging wide for better footing 
at the 15th, then could not close ground 
on Marksom in the run-in. Debelle broke 
on top, dropped back after the first 
fence, held position a few lengths back 
but could not threaten the leaders. 


Marksom’s time for the course was 5 
min 47 sec. The strapping chestnut son 
of Invermark - Mary Rose who retired 
the trophy with the win is a veteran 
trophy getter in hunter trials, and the 
show ring, as well as racing. A truly 
grand horse for a lady’s hunter!

The Radnor Point-to-Point committee 
must have a good weather charm. An- 
other beautiful day saw this year’s point- 
to-point races and hunter trials held at 
the Radnor Hunt Club on April 14. 

The first race of the afternoon was the 
ladies’ and there were five horses start- 
ing. Mrs. G. Fritz Oppenlander went to 
the front with Mr. Louis Strube’s Lord 
Mildmay. I was riding Mr. John Straw- 
bridge’s Teddy Million, and we caught 
Lord Mildmay at the ditch and jumped 
the next four timber fences as a pair. 
Miss Elizabeth Porter rated Mr. G. L. 
Ohrstrom, Jr.’s *Fast in third position. 
This pair had won the ladies race at 
Cheshire. Following *Fast were Mrs. 
Nelson Slater on her Effective and Mrs. 
Ferdinand White on her own Army Pow- 
er. These two horses had been first and 
second in that order in the Essex ladies 
race. 

During most of the race Mrs. Oppen- 
lander and I had a wonderful time jJump- 
ing head and head about four lengths in 
front of the field. At the next to last 
flag Teddy Million was very handy and 
saved a few lengths and we went to the 
top and stayed there. *Fast went by Lord 
Mildmay going at the last fence and 
came on second about four or five 
lengths back with Lord Mildmay third 
about six lengths behind *Fast. Mrs. 
White brought Army Power on for 
fourth. 

The heavyweight race had only three 
entries, but it provided a very thrilling 
finish. 

Starting were Gen. R. K. Mellon’s good 
timber horse, Induction, with Mr. George 
Clements riding, Mrs. H. Nelson Slater, 
Jr.’s Sociability with Mr. Lewis Murdock 
up. The latter combination had won the 
men’s race at Essex, and the third starter 
was Mr. Charles Oas on his own Maby. 
Mr. Clements took over the pace setting 
duties at the start and kept them until 
the last fence. Mr. Murdock rode in a 
well rated second position while Mr. Oas, 
whose horse got in wrong at the seventh 
fence and stopped, rode third pretty 
well back. Going to the last fence Socia- 
bility was called upon for some speed 
and they jumped with Induction. From 
there to the finish it was really a terri- 
fic race and as they crossed the finish 
line, it looked almost like a dead heat. 
The judges could see better; Sociability 
won by a half length with Induction 
second and Mr. Oas brought Maby on 
for third. 

In the paddock for the third race were 
seven horses. Mr. George T. Weymouth’s 
Margery with Lawrence Miller riding; 
Mr. George Strawbridge’s Sir Gold with 
Horace Hammond up; Mr. William King 
was riding Floharra Farm’s Right Hook; 
Mr. Edwin M. Chance was up on his own 
Vayu; Mr. Louis Neilson came up from 
Maryland to ride Gen. R. K. Mellon’s 
Octavius’s Son; Mr. Carl Meister had a 
leg up on Mr. John Strawbridge’s One 
Red; and Mr. Russell Jones, Jr. came to 
the rescue to ride Mrs. Margery Fergu- 
son’s Peter Joe when she decided at the 
last minute to post enter him. 

Mr. Carl Meister and Horace Hammond 
went to the top with One Red and Sir 
Gold and stayed in front for the first 
nine fences with the field well bunched 


a few lengths back. Coming back into 
the clubhouse field Mr. Chance sent Vayu 
to the front with One Red, Sir Gold, Right 
Hook, and Octavius’s Son about ten 
lengths back. Mr. Chance kept improv- 
ing the distance between him and the 
field until they left the club house field 
and then Sir Gold, One Red, and Octa- 
vius’s Son started to shorten the distance. 
Going through the paddock, Right Hook 
had had a very bad fence and unseated 
Mr. King. Rounding the next to last flag 
very handily, Mr. Meister sent One Red 
to the next two fences with Mr. Neilson 
and Octavius’s Son while Vayu began to 
tire and Sir Gold was two lengths back. 
Octavius’s Son went to the front over the 
last fence while Sir Gold jumped second 
and One Red third. Mr. Meister again 
cut short on the flag and went to Sir 
Gold with Vayu a length back. Mr. Neil- 
son had everything left to go on to win 
by eight lengths with Sir Gold coming on 
for second. Vayu passed One Red at the 
last minute for third three lengths back 
with One Red fourth by a length. Octa- 
vius’s Son retired the Mitchell Snow Me- 
morial Bowl for Gen. Mellon, whose hors- 
es had won it two previous times. 

The hunter pace event for pairs over 
a six mile course proved to everyone that 
there is no lack of honest-to-goodness 
point-to-point horses. There were 19 pairs 
and all of these horses were top notch 
hunters. It looks as if point-to-point meet- 
ings would have no trouble getting en- 
tries if they had courses such as this one 
which is similar to the way all point-to- 
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points used to be run instead of todays 
shortened three mile courses in which 
one practically has to have a race horse. 

Dr. Owen J. Toland on his own Quarry 
Boy and Mr. David Longmaid on Mr. and 
Mrs. S. F. Pancoast’s Psychic Breeze hit 
the average time right to the second 
when they finished the course in 23:21. 
Miss Nancy Nicholas and Mr. Harry 
Nicholas, Jr. rode their own Paddy and 
Brooksby to win the fastest time in 18:40. 

The hunter trials were very well filled 
and Mrs. Miles Valentine rode her own 
Coq Sal to win not only the lady’s trophy 
but also the Farmfields Challenge trophy 
for the best performance. Mr. Elkins 
Wetherill rode his own Springing for the 
heavyweight trophy while Mr. Ronald 
Houghton put up a lovely performance 
on Happy Hill Farm’s Adaptable to win 
the men’s trophy. The professional prize 
went to Mr. Walter Stokes’ Magic Sprite 
with William King Riding. The Smith 
girls took over the children’s class with 
Sydney winning on her Bitter Sweet and 
Barbara was second on her Gold Garter.

As far as I can find out there is no 
history of Connemara ponies in the 
U. S. A. Occasional ponies have been 
imported in the past and done their work 
unsung. The only really prominent mem- 
ber of the breed that I know of, was 
Little Squire, who jumped so brilliantly 
for Danny Shea. 

So many little things influence one’s 
choice, its hard to give a definite rea- 
son for why one does one thing rather 
than another. 

In 1936 I visited Major and Mrs, T. 
F. Cooke in Galway. It was in holiday 
season for the children. A grey Conne- 
mara pony mare, named “Blue Danube” 
caught my eye, I tried to buy her for 
my children, but her owners would not 
part from her. I was not surprised for 


she hunted better than any pony I'd 
ever seen out. 

In 1950, I visited in Kilarney, and 
saw the Government’s Kerry Cattle 
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*Tureen Laddie, Connemara 
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pony stallio 


I’ve always felt that to breed a pony to 
a horse was apt to result in a poor pony 
or a poorer horse; often they are nice 
physically, but too often they are tem- 


peramentally unsuitable. Mounting chil- 
dren on horses has its advantages, but 


its a long way up and a long way down. 
A child has more fun on something it 
can mount easily, fall off easily, and play 
with. 

In 1954, due to the spread of the Pony 
Club movement in the States, I was sure 
I wanted a Pony stallion to stand here 
in the Genesee Valley. In 1953 I had 
sent my son’s outgrown Western mare 
“Red”, to the late Mr. G. L. Ohrstrom’s 
Connemara stallion, Tully Nigger, at the 
Plains, Va. In 1954 she presented us with 
an amusing colt foal, whom James named 
“Red Wings” in honor of the favorite 
base-ball team. In July of that year, Mr. 
Ohrstrom most generously lent me his 
“Tully Nigger” for a month. He had eight 
mares which seemed a fair start in a

The manager told me that Kerry 
cows are immune to most diseases, and 
very practical for small farmers. Two 
days later at the “Ball’s Bridge Horse 
Show” some grey ponies attracted my 
attention by their nice way of going, 
their nice appearance, and all the rib- 
bons they won. I fell into conversation 
about them, and was told they were 
Connemaras, and that not only were they 
able and tractable, but that they were 
immune to most diseases, and very prac- 
tical for small farmers. 


In 1952 I visited The Honorable Miss 
Margaret Broderick in North Wales. I 
fell in love with her beautiful Coed 
Coch Welsh ponies, and wished to buy 
some. It was the summer of the “Hoof 
& Mouth” scourge in Great Britian, the 
fear of contaminating my husband’s 
Guernsey herd stopped me. In 1954 my 
daughter, Liz, and I went to the “Radnor 
Pony Show”. The influence of the Coed 
Coch ponies was very apparent there.

conservative community for a new ven- 
ture. In the spring of 1955 “Red” pro- 
duced the nicest black filly foal imagin- 
able. Meanwhile “Tureen Laddie”’ had 
arrived from Eire, selected for me by 
Col. J. Hume-Dudgeon. He is a most 
desirable little horse, eight years old on 
arrival, stands 14:2 hands, grey, with a 
smal head and prominent eyes. His dis- 
position and conformation exceeded all 
my rosiest expectations. 

After the breeding season we rode him, 
and took him hunting twice. The man 
(165 lbs.) who rode him remarked, 
“Someone put a lot of good work into 
this pony, he has sweet manners.” He 
was not accustomed to timber, but he 
negotiated the necessary coops and rails 
with confidence, though rather slowly; 
he stood for gates and at checks quietly, 
and did all that was asked of him willing- 


ly. 

Both Red Wings and Mite are natural 
jumpers, they wander into the jumping 
chute which stands in their paddocks and 
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jump the coops to reach fresh grass, and 
when we whistle for them they jump 
out again to walk over to the stable. Ac- 
tually the filly “Mite” did this more often 
than the colt, being a more disorderly 
character. 

Other Connemara pony breeders in the 
United States are the Ohrstrom Estate, 
The Plains, Va. and Mrs. Bruce Read of 
East Pepperell, Mass. I feel the Conne- 
mara’s “7 to 8” inches of bone is a real 
asset. It will allow most adults to ride, 
hunt, or hill-top, these ponies if need be, 
and yet they are a comfortable size for 
children. I like the thought that they are 
immune to diseases in Ireland, and hope 
they will be here too. Which brings up 
the fascinating question “If not why 
not?” I believe the Connemaras will 
compare favorably with all the other nice 
ponies in the hunting field, in the Pony 
Club, and on pleasure rides in the U. S.

WHAT IS THE OBJECT IN 
USING HESTAL 
HORSESHOE STUDS? 


Throughout the year all horses 
come in contact with treacherous 
footing i. e. asphalt paving, wet 
wood, oiled roads, sun-baked clay, 
wet turf, etc. and in the winter, 
glare, ice and frozen ground.

Maryland Pony Breeders 
Inc. Repot a Successful 
Year at Annual Meeting 


President C. H. Asmis reported as fol- 
lows: — 

During the past year our organization 
has become more and more widely known 
and has been called on to help individ- 
uals find ponies; to give information on 
the different breeds; to give advice on 
care and handling and many other de- 
tails. As your president I have been call- 
ed on to inspect ponies and have had our 
junior members ride and try ponies to 
find if they were suitable children’s 
mounts. Also I have had numerous corre- 
spondence asking every question imagin- 
able concerning ponies. All of the above 
have given the organization many friends. 

The Secretary has kept a list of ponies 
which the members have for sale and has 
tried very hard to keep this up-to-date. 

From our Treasurer we learn that our 
organization can look forward to a sol- 
vent year and can continue to increase 
our activities 

Our largest new undertaking last year 
was sponsoring The Pony Issue of THE 
CHRONICLE. Through the ads which 
the members took, the organization came 
out in the clear. Three hundred extra 
copies were purchased in advance, 250 
were put into immediate circulation be- 
ing sent throughout the United States, 
England, Wales, and Scotland by our 
member, Mr. Fernley, and the rest were 
sent out by us as requests for informa- 
tion on ponies came into the office. This 
issue, undoubtedly, created more interest 
concerning ponies than any other single 
one of our activities and THE CHRONI- 
CLE has requested that more material 
on pony activities be sent in.

(Mrs. A. Builen and her husband, Lt. 
Col. J. Bullen, with two of their children, 
Jenny and Jane, flew to America with 
Miss A. Stubbings and her ponies, Royal 
Show, Criban Bumble and Coed Coch 
Pryderi, to compete in the horse show 
at Madison Square Garden, New York. 
Here are some of their experiences.) 

After much delay, we eventually left 
London Airport on our way to America 
two days later than was intended. The 
Pan American freight plane had to un- 
dergo a refit and the Air Work plane 
was delayed at Gander by fog. We kept 
on remembering Jane’s parting words 
when she heard we were going to be de- 
layed: “I do hope the ponies arrive in 
time for the show.” 

The two ponies were no trouble to lead 
into the plane, where they were stabled 
in portable stalls or crates, firmly lashed 
to the floor of the machine. 

The journey over was rather worrying 
as the bigger pony, Royal Show was very 
frightened and kept on trying to throw 
himself down. He hates travelling for- 
ward even in a horse-box, though he is 
never the slightest trouble in any vehi- 
cle so long as he can stand across it. This 
was impossible in the aeroplane owing 
to the lack of headroom. He was in a 
lather long before he reached Shannon, 
but he settled over the Atlantic and all 
the ponies ate regular feeds and quanti- 
ties of hay and drank a lot of water dur- 
ing the journey. 

On arrival at New York airport at 6 
a. m. we were met by numerous press 
photographers, but no veterinary sur- 
geon to clear the ponies, so they had to 
go to the quarantine stables on the air- 
port until he arrived. It was not until 
2 p. m. that they eventually got to the 
Armoury Stables in New York and by 
that time both we and they were ex- 
tremely tired. 

We left the Armoury for Madison 
Square Garden at 6:30 a. m. the follow- 
ing morning. Our first class was at 8 a. 
m. and we played to a completely emp- 
ty house — rather depressing! This was 
the only class with no jumping. Fifty 
ponies came into a ring rather smaller 
than the indoor arena at Harringay and 
two women tried to sort them out and 
write down marks at the same time — 
really a hopeless task. At times the 
ponies were going round ten abreast. 

The other classes were Pony Corinth- 
ian Hunter, Pony Hunter Hack, and 
Working Pony classes, under 14.2 h and 
under 13 h. — all more or less the equiv-

alent of our Working Hunter classes but 
with little or no emphasis on conforma- 
tion. The jumps in these classes are very 
low — 2 ft. 6 ins in the 13 h. class and 
3 ft. 6 ins. in the 14.2 h. class. 


As the majority of ponies can clear 
these fences quite easily, style is the 
main factor. The pony must jump com- 
pletely freely and do it all himself. He 
will lose marks for getting too close or 
standing too far back from a fence or for 
any other errors of judgment on his part. 
The whole performance must be smooth 
and of a uniform pace. 


A Change of Technique 

Of course we were very much at sea 
not knowing any of this when we first 
started competing and, in their first 
class, Criban Bumble and Jenny went 
round in rather a slow and dignified 
manner which got them nowhere — so 
we decided to change our technique. The 
next class was the Pony Corinthian Hunt- 
er and I told Jenny to ride as she did 
in the Jorrocks display at Harringay, 
keeping to the same fast pace all the 
time. 

We had, of course, realised that this 
was a hunter class and that we were re- 
quired to carry hunting whips and even 
sandwich cases. To our horror, when the 
class had already started, we discovered 
that real sandwiches were required in 
the cases. We fled to the coffee stall and 
collected what we could — a hot dog — 
disguised it neatly in paper and put it 
in the sandwich case. 

When Criban Bumble’s turn came, he 
entered the ring briskly and sailed over 
all the fences. He was received with 
much applause and we felt we must be 
improving. However, a fellow competitor 
came up to us and, after looking at the 
pony for a moment, said: “Say, folks, 
you know you can’t possibly win this 
class. You must have stitched reins. It says 
so in the book.” Thinking, as always, that 

Anglo-American relations must be cor- 
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dial, we thanked her profusely for this 
information and said that of course we 
knew we could not possibly win any- 
thing, but what book was it that we had 
never read? 

“Don’t you know? Haven’t you got the 
book? It’s the American Horse Shows 
Association Rule Book and tells you all 
about the classes” — and she promised 
to produce a copy for us by the after- 
noon. 


“T hope you have got sandwiches all 
right,” she said and then told us the aw- 
ful tale of a pony whose sandwich had 
stayed in its saddle case for a whole year 
and when the judge opened the case and 
looked inside there was nothing but peni- 
cillin and the competitor was ordered 
straight out of the ring in disgrace. 


Reins Must Be Stitched 

Feeling by now very deflated, Bumble 
went in for his conformation and tack 
check-up. He stood looking a dream, but 
alas, our friend was right. The billeted 
reins were spotted. The hot dog trying to 
look like Lord Sandwich got away with 
it, we think, but our string gloves should 
have been on either side of the saddle 
and not both on the same side as is done 
over here. Our girths were webbing and 
not string as required. We were second. 
As our friend said: “You just cannot 
win a Corinthian Hunter Class without 
stitched reins.’ 


Pryderi and Jane had never jumped in 
a show-ring before so there was nothing 
like making their debut in New York. 
Jane was full of enthusiasm, Pryderi a 
little dubious. We feared for Jane’s new 
jodhpurs — a present from Mr. Wether- 
all — which we were sure would be 
christened at some time during the trip. 
Riding side saddle, Jane was unique and 
as a Pony Hunter Hack, Pryderi was well 
received. He fidgeted a bit on landing 
over the last fence which, I should ima-

gine, put him down to second place, but 
Jane did very well for a seven-year-old 
on a five-year-old pony and beamed at 
everybody whenever Pryderi was placed. 


The winning ponies, and indeed all 
the ponies, were of our “good Pony Club 
hunter” type. I did not see one real 
show pony but “handsome is as_ hand- 
some does” which, by and large, is the 
first principle for a child’s pony. The 
championship is judged on the points 
system and Jane presented the N. P. S 
medal to the champion, a really nice 
Arab/hunter pony, and a lovely free 
jumper whose success we were all de- 
lighted to see 

On the whole I thought these were 
excellent classes for both ponies and 
children, the aim being to get the pony 
going freely over his fences and for the 
child to develop a seat independent of 
the reins. A little more attention to this 
idea might not come amiss in this coun- 
try. One so often sees ponies ridden too 
much by the head, which cramps the 
pony’s freedom, and spoils its mouth and 
the child’s hands 


Better Than Ours 

The Working Hunter classes are tar 
superior to ours. The horses are nearly 
all thoroughbreds in tip-top condition 
and they go in and jump freely and in 
beautiful style over small fences. The 
rider is very much a passenger and the 
horses are schooled to jump freely with- 
out interference. Of course the moment 
a horse decides not to cooperate this 
type of riding is useless! These lovely 
lightweight blood horses might not be 
up to carrying a man through heavy go- 
ing in this country, but for hunting in 
the states they are ideal and I would 
have loved to have brought some back 
with me 

Standard of Jumping 

The jumping — and now I tread on 
ice — was not of such a high standard as 
in this country. The jumps were not so 
well built nor were they so original or 
interesting and they were very low — 
lower than the children’s jumping in 
England, and this for an International 
competition. 

The Irish jumping team were most 
kind and helpful to us in many ways and 
kept an eye on our ponies for us at night. 


Shetland Ponies 

The Shetland ponies are almost un- 
recognisable as they are out-crossed to 
hackney ponies and are schooled to step 
like hackneys. They have six inches of 
foot which makes them look like small 
children in high-heeled shoes. They are 
nearly all clipped out and look very pret- 
ty, most of them having the lovely little 
heads which I like so much. 

The Shetland turnouts driven by chil- 
dren are most attractive and so are the 
six-pony hitches, but the ponies are made 
to look as much as possible like the 
American saddle horse. If their tails are 
not nicked they wear bustles, or false 
tails, on a wire fixed to the crupper, and 
these fall over their own tails and give 
the same effect

Hunter Ponies In Competition

Again this year I will try to give you a 
brief resume of the hunter pony activities 
during the past year. They were many 
and varied. One saw ponies taking part 
in hunter trials, horse shows, gymkhanas, 
hunts, and point-to-points. The ponies 
themselves were as varied as the activi- 
ties in which they participated, ranging 
from the small wooly pet taking its tiny 
owner to his or her first hunt meet, to 


the sleek finished miniature Thorough- 


which graced the top shows with 
-age rider. 


bred, 
his or her equally finished teen 

Smokey Joe’s position in the hunter 
pony field is indeed unique. Without a 
doubt he reigns supreme. By King of the 
Mountain out of Belle of Wales, Smokey 
was bred by Anthony Rives, Cobham, Va., 
and is now owned by Billy Boyce III, 
Glencoe, Maryland. For the second conse- 
cutive year he was the American Horse 
Shows Association High Score Award 
winner in the hunter pony ranks. He 
held his position as Maryland champion 
for the fourth year. At the Pennsylvania 
National and Madison Square Garden he 
was champion in 1955. This was a repeat 
victory at New York. Smokey was ridden 
entirely this past season by 10-year-old 
Patsy Worrall. His flawless jumping 
ability is a joy to watch and pony exhibi- 
tors never mind being beaten by one so 
good and deserving. 


A pony who stands second only to his 
brother is Richard Zimmerman’s grey 
gelding Pinocchio. The grand old fellow 
proved age no handicap when he walked 
off with the Virginia Horse Shows Asso- 
ciation High Score Award for large pon- 
ies in ’55. He was ridden to his many 
victories by his owner, Richard. 


Two more ponies by King of the Moun- 
tain have distinguished themselves the 
past season. Martha Sterbak’s good go- 
ing brown gelding Northlite won consist- 
ently throughout Va., Md., and Pa. in the 
pony classes. Likewise, in states where 
ponies may compete in Junior classes, 
Northlite took his share of the top hon- 
ors. Waverley Farm’s Johnny Cake was 
ridden throughout the season up to Har- 
risburg by Price McIntosh, at which time 
Pricie gave up the saddle duties to a 
smaller competitor, Anne Doyle, South- 
ern Pines, N. C., who hopes she can keep 
Johnny in the winning brackets, for as 
long a period as did Price. Johnny Cake’s 
bold way of fencing is always a sure 





winner and he is one of the most con- 
sistent ponies in the show ring today. 

Frances Kay’s grey mare, Downwind, 
is another pony to be watched this year. 
In 1954 she was the V. H. S. A. High 
Score winner and last year held the re- 
serve spot. She had a particularly brili- 
ant way of jumping with a flourish. 
Downwind is by the Arabian Omar out 
of The Welsh - Arab mare, Barter. 

In Pennsylvania we find Hotshot Kid 
outstanding. Belonging to Frank Harvey 
of Radnor, Hotshot is a great threat 
when he appears, although he is not 
shown extensively. His natural way of 
jumping and free way of moving make 
him a hard pony to beat. At the Garden 
in 55 he won two classes and reserve 
champion. Likewise he stood out at 
Harrisburg. Hotshot is really shown “out 
of the Field”, as he is brought up the day 
before to be spruced up and then packed 
off to a show. 


Up on Long Island, Fiona Field has 
the ’55 grand champion pony of the Gar- 
den, Penny. This chestnut mare won 
consistently in the Long Island shows 
last season. She accounted for quite a 
few junior championships and reserves 
as well as numerous tricolors in the pony 
divisions. Penny was a member of the 
winning Meadowbrook team in the Jr. 
Olympics division at Piping Rock. She 
will undoubtedly be in top form again 
for 1956. 

One of last years bright newcomers 
was More Better, a then two year old 
chestnut gelding of Welsh breeding, 
owned by Anne and Billy Doyle, Southern 
Pines, N. C. This youngster has the looks 
and ability to really go places this sea- 
son. 

The outstanding crossbred breeding 
pony of 1955 was the striking liver chest- 
nut gelding, Storm Peak. He was beaten 
only twice, once by his then yearling sis- 
ter, Snow Dancer, and once by his wean- 
ling sister Snowstorm II. He did his big 
winning for Mr. and Mrs. David Dallas 
Odell, Mapleton Stud, Malvern, Pa., but 
has since been sold to Miss Joan Cronk, 
Mountain Glen Farm, Rapidan, Va. Joan

The Connemara Pony

Although the Connemara pony breed 
indigenous to the west of Ireland and 
under conditions which 
to ponies with less 
hardy constitutions, it has had a very 
chequered history. Most authorities ac- 
cept the view that wild ponies roamed 
the mountains of the west long before 
Andalusian, Spanish Barb or Arab blood 
found its way into Connemara. There are 
several colourful stories woven into their 
history, some doubtful, some probable, 
but all of them interesting and part of a 
worthy tradition 

The Andalusian horses are supposed 
to be survivors of the Spanish Armada 
The Barbs are supposed to have made 
their appearance about 1760 when con- 
siderable commerce took place between 
the west of Ireland and the Barbary 
coasts. The landing of the French at 
Killalla Bay in 1798 is supposed to be 
responsible for the introduction of stoc 
kv, black horses with rough heads, but 
with great bone. In later times, estate 
owners in Connemara introduced pure 
Arab blood, and there are reasonably 
reliable accounts of these being mated 
with the native breed as late as the mid 
dle of the last century. 

In 1891 the Congested Districts intro- 
duced Welsh stallions, and the first stal- 
lion entered in the Connemara Stud 
Book was descended from a Welsh sire. 
Under various Government Horse Breed- 
ing Schemes, Thoroughbreds, Half-breds 
and Hackneys were introduced and some 
private breeders tried Clydesdale blood, 
but the result of all this haphazard 
breeding did not, luckily enough, pene- 
trate to the heart of the real pony dis- 
tricts 

In the early days when foals showed 
signs of developing into minature stee- 
plechasers they were not valued very 
highly by men who preferred substance 
to quality, especially riding quality. Many 
of these foals were bought for the pro- 
verbial song by wandering gypsies. Some 
of them found their way to Meath, where 
the luscious, nutritive grass had an amaz- 
ing effect after the sparse herbage of 
Connemara 

The exiles bloomed out

tractive animals, some of them perhaps 
a bit on the big side when judged by 
their native standards, but they made 
really excellent hunters. With the nim 
bleness inherent in them after genera 
tions of mountain-climbing they were as 
sure-footed as cats. They had courage 
galore and, like all their breed, they 
could jump like stags 

In many long hard hunts when three 
figure horses were nearly at the end of 
their tether, these miniatures, to whom 
hardship was second nature, were still 
battling on gamely, and with a bit in 
hand! 

The Connemara Pony Breeders’ Society 
was formed in December, 1923 under the 
auspices of the Galway County. Commit 
tee of Agriculture and the Department of 
Agriculture, with the object of preserv 
ing and improving the breed. It held it’s 
first annual show in August 1924, at 
Roundstone, and had only one class. This 
was for non-registered mares and there 
were i110 entries, but they were a mix 
ture of horses and ponies of various 
shapes and sizes. In subsequent years, 
shows were held at different centres, 
mainly at Clifden and Carna, and while 
entries for the brood-mare classes drop 
ped steadily they were much more se 
lect and were tending slowly but surely 
towards a reasonably correct type. Even 
tually, entries stabilised to about thirty 
or forty mares. 

Meanwhile, a

Pook had been started and the progeny 
of the first registered mares began to 
appear at the annual shows. In this way, 
classes increased until to-day there are 
fourteen each show. Thirty

mare, which was a second prizewinner 
at the Dublin Spring Show. 

A few years ago, at the National Pony 
Show held at Cheltenham, a Connemara 
pony beat eight British breeds and was 
reserved for the championship; while at 
present a number of Connemaras are in 
the top ranks of children’s show-jumpers 
in England. A number have recently 
been exported to the U. S. A. 

The old type of Connemara pony was 
bred primarily to carry “Bardogs” or 
wicker-work panniers in mountainous dis- 
tricts where carts or vehicles of any 
description were impracticable. His 
shoulder was therefore low and straight 
and his back was long. These are char- 
acteristics which breeders have been 
striving to improve for several genera- 
tions, especially since they realise that 
the animal’s value as a riding pony is 
much higher than as a mere beast of 
burden. 

As a riding pony, the modern Conne 
mara has few equals. His life on the 
mountains has made him as surefooted 
as a goat, his avoidance of quagmires 
and nature’s booby-traps makes him in- 
telligent and quick witted, and his cast- 
iron constitution gives him amazing sta- 
mina. 

When used with discrimination, cross- 
ings with General Stud Book Thorough- 
breds have brought about great improve- 
ments. They have brought quality to the 
hardiness and substance already there, 
giving ponies a great length of rein, 
good shoulders and shorter backs. When 
too much Thoroughbred blood is intro- 
duced, however, the result is a weed; too 
big for a 14 hands pony and too small to 
be a hunter, lacking the traditional bone, 
and invariably unsuitable for registra- 
tion. 

Among the sires which brought untold 
improvements to the breed were: 
Thistledown, a grandson of Black Cherry: 
his son, Adventure, out of a Rebel mare 
which was champion of her class and 
year; Winter by Manna, a Derby winner; 
and a bay horse, Little Heaven by Bala 
Hissar. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
now nineteen approved stallions in Con- 
nemara and two other stallions; one of 
small Draft type, and the other three- 
quarter bred. These latter are more or 
less for experimental purposes, for breed- 
ers in some districts do not favour the 
introduction of draft blood. 

The colours most approved as being 
typical of the breed are whites, greys 
and duns. 

When attending the Clifden Show on 
the bank of the Owenglann river, I re- 
member noticing that the shallow soil of 
the west soon got churned up by the in- 
cessant hoof-beats, and by evening the 
seepage from the river turned one spot 
into a “surach” or swamp. Into such 
“surachs” on the mountains ponies are 
sometimes driven when all other at- 
tempts at haltering them have failed. 

When the freedom loving young rascals 
find themselves up to their bellies in 
soft, boggy mud, the fight soon leaves 
them, and even the wildest are glad to 
be haltered and hauled to safety. 

Many of the ponies at the show had 
only been haltered the night before for 
the first time and quite a few trotted in- 
to the ring having scorned all attempts 
at capture. They showed their paces to 
the judges as proud and unfettered as if 
they were still roaming their native hills. 
They looked what, in fact, they were... 
an integral part of one of the oldest 
civilizations in Europe! 
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and Peak have already started their 1956 
showing and if Peak goes true to form 
he should be a rough contender. 


We should also mention the ponies 
who showed during the summer, but then 
switched their major activities to the 
hunting field, hunter trials, and point- 
to-points. To give a few of these: Blue 
Belle, owned by Anne and Billy Doyle, 
hunted regularly with the Moore County 
Hounds. Lee Greenaway on her roan 
gelding, Snowflake, followed the Rappa- 
hannock hounds during the winter and 
this spring; they held their own by win- 
ning the pony race at the Rappahannock 
Point-to-Point. Fox Hollow Stables’ Farn- 
ley Babette was hunted with the Rapi- 
dan Hounds and came out at the Rappa- 
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hannock Point-to-Point to win the Junior 
Race over fences. Nancy Ormes’ grand 
old mare, Brownie, hunted in Loudoun 
County and held her own at the Point- 
to-Point. Fox Hollow Stables’ Welsh stal- 
lion, Sylvia’s Comet was afforded the 
pleasure of only one show over fences, 
since (being entire) he is not allowed to 
show at recognized shows. At Fredericks- 
burg, Va. Comet won the Junior Working 
Hunters over the outside course. Follow- 
ing this he hunted with Rapidan during 
the winter and came out to run gallant- 
ly at Rappahannock. 

That is the past season in a nutshell. 
Of course it would take many too many 
pages to tell of all the ponies who afford- 
ed their owners much pleasure and many 
blues, but none-the-less they are not 
forgotten.

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Ponies as a Substitute 
For Beef Cattle

With the rapidly growing world wide 
interest in ponies and particularly in 
Shetland ponies there has naturally been 
a great increase in pony breeders. The 
original source of this pony was the 
Shetland Islands off the northern coast of 
Scotland. Here they were raised primari- 
ly to work as pit ponies in the mines 
and on the rugged farms of the far 
north. Through the years they have been 
exported both for work and pleasure and 
have become famous as childrens pets. 
Recently their value as a work animal 
has decreased steadily due to progress 
of machinery both in mining and farm- 
ing. They are still raised and worked by 
the crofters of the Shetland Islands, but 
so many have been sold abroad that they 
are becoming very scarce throughout 
Great Britain 

American breeders have, by selective 
breeding, produced a decidedly new type 
of pony, smaller, lighter boned, and far 
more refined than the original Shetland 
pony. The American Shetland has be- 
come primarily a pleasure pony for 
showing or as a childs pet; it would no 
longer be suitable for the heavy work 
for which it has been raised for centuries. 

The popularity of these ponies has 
spread to breeding farms all over the 
United States. These vary from the single 
child’s pet mare supplying the needs of 
a growing family, to the elaborate es- 
tablishment interested in high class show 
ponies. The latter may produce hundreds 
of ponies, only a small portion of which 
have the qualifications for a top show 
pony or are saleable as superior breed- 
ing stock. The by products of these 
farms make the childrens’ pet type of 
pony, gentle and well trained. Their 
adaptability to this use has been proven 
by their rapidly increasing popularity. 

To the average farm owner the pony 
presents a great deal more in personality 
than one could ever hope to find in cat- 
tle. It also offers the same challenge to 
the scientific breeder for improvement 
by selective breeding. At present there is 
a high market for breeding stock and 
the pet pony is readily salable. For these 
reasons the pony is certainly an attrac- 
tive diversion from the steadily deprecia- 
ting cattle business. 
The Shetland pony mare will thrive on 
less feed than a beef type cow, is equally 
hardy and needs no shelter. On the other 
hand the gestation period of a pony is 
two months longer than that of a cow 
and more care must be exercised in in- 
dividual breeding of pony mares to in- 
sure a satisfactory and comparable per- 
centage of foals each year. Furthermore, 
before a pony becomes a childs’ pet it 
must be handled and trained and it is 
important that children are available so 
that ponies grow accustomed to them. 
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Another added attraction to the pet pony 
is their usefulness in pulling a cart. 
Many moderately priced carts and bug- 
gies are available and in this way parents 
and even grandparents can share the 
childrens’ enjoyment of their pony. 

The eventual and inevitable destination 
of beef cattle is the dining room table 





and while some remain in the breeding 
herds for quite a while, the meat market 
must always be the foremost considera- 
tion of the cattle man. The pony certain- 
ly presents a happy substitute for cattle 
to the breeder who is able to enjoy the 
personality and looks to the future of 
his produce.

many studs, and some 28-30 carefully 
selected ponies followed him home. Al- 
though these are Mr. Goodrich’s first 
registered Welsh ponies, he has bred 
Quarter Horses for some time, and is an 
experienced judge of horseflesh. 


The importation of another big group 
of ponies was engineered by Mr. William 
Simpson. Starting with a modest two, in 
early 1955, for Mr. and Mrs. Winn Can- 
field, he then proceeded to go over him- 
self, and to pick out 30 or more, the 
majority for Mr. John Tolan and his 
sister, Mrs. A. H. Spitzer in Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, and a few for Mr. James 
Allen, in Northampton, Mass., and for 
himself in Cobham, Virginia. 

Mrs. Robert Chambers brought over 
eight or ten in early 1955 to add to her 
band in Millbrook, New York, and about 
the same time Mrs. Austin duPont of 
Newtown Square, Penna., also brought 
over three or four very nice mares. A 
little later in the spring of 1955, Farnley 
Farm, White Post, Virginia, acquired a 
new stallion and five mares, and in the 
fall negotiated for twelve more, though 
these did not arrive until February- 
March, 1956. Some of them continued 
their travels to Dover, Massachusetts,

men. At present the Russians are esti- 
mated to have approximately 25 divi- 
sions. 


In preparing as we are to defend our- 
selves all over the world, we should 
provide ourselves with every possible 
tool which will permit us to conduct 
successful operations in any type of ter- 
rain. Total dependence on mechanized 
forces is folly when we are forced to 
carry operations on in terrain and under 
weather conditions which make a mock 
out of war on wheels. The restoration of 
at least a sizeable cadre of mounted sol- 
diers which could act as a nucleus of 
future expansion would be an excellent 
step. The Bill, HR 3338 seeks to remount 
the famed First Cavalry Division as well 
as provide training for cavalry officers 
and enlisted personnel and has been en- 
tered by the Hon. D. J. Flood of Penn- 
sylvania. In so doing it would certainly 
make us better prepared in the military 
field and as far as horsemen are con- 
cerned would provide a market for hors- 
es, surplus feed and the possibility of 
the restoration of the Remount Program 
which did so much between 1921 and 
1950 to create interest in horse breeding 
and improving our horses. A U. S. Cav- 
alry would also provide well trained 
military horsemen to represent us in 
International Competition.
